SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification on the video recording entitled Hotel Bizarre has been reconsidered 
and is altered. It is now classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The restriction to adult persons is because of the scenes of explicit sexual activity that 
occur throughout. 

The video recording contains two scenes that feature the use of urine in association 
with sexual conduct. Each of these scenes presents the activity in a manner that 
suggests that the use of urine is a legitimate and pleasurable sexual practice. The 
video therefore promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. 

The video recording also contains a range of sexually explicit activity including fellatio, 
cunnilingus and vaginal intercourse. In one scene two women are depicted inserting 
large dildos into their vaginas. The manner in which these acts are depicted is such 
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that the use of the dildos is clearly intended to be sexually titillating for the viewer as 
opposed to the females deriving sexual satisfaction. For this reason, the Classification 
Office considers the scenes to present sexual conduct of a degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning nature to a limited degree, as well as being mildly degrading, 
dehumanising, and demeaning towards the women involved. 

Given the manner and presentation of the scenes of urination, the video recording is 
deemed to be objectionable. Flowever, if the scenes of urination were excised from 
the video recording, and giving weight to the rights and freedoms contained in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, the video could be made available provided it is 
restricted to adult viewers. 

The distributor was offered the option of excisions and the recommended excisions 
have been made. 
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
